And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the 
said  Act,  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  tract  of 
land  hereinafter  described  and  the  owners  thereof 
be  incorporated  into  an  improvement  district  under 
the  said  Act,  and  has  made  further  provision  to  the 
tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Kamloops  Land 
Registration  District  and  the  Similkameen  Division 
of  Yale  Land  District  more  particularly  described 
as  follows:  Registered  Plan  2480  of  District  Lot 
3090;  Parcel  A  of  Registered  Plan  1415  of  District 
Lot  464;  a  twenty-acre  parcel  of  District  Lot  465 
as  shown  on  D.D.  20273;  District  Lot  466;  Sub-lot 
10  of  District  Lot  2710;  Registered  Plans  B  845 
and  B  1796  of  District  Lot  551,  save  and  except 
the  westerly  3,000  feet,  and  all  subdivisions  there¬ 
of,  and  the  owners  of  the  land  therein  are  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  an  improvement  district  under  the 
“  Water  Act  ”  and  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof 
and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Shuttleworth  Creek  Irrigation  District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  works  for  the  diversion,  storage,  carriage, 
and  distribution  of  water  for  irrigation  purposes, 
the  provision  of  fire  protection  by  contract  or 
otherwise,  and  all  matters  incidental  to  the  fore¬ 
going. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  entitled 
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to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  in  the  tract 
of  land  hereinbefore  described,  and  the  persons 
qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the  said  election  shall 
be  the  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
their  wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Mr.  F.  C.  MacNaughton,  Okanagan  Falls, 
B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election 
of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  said 
meeting,  post  in  three  conspicuous  places  within  the 
tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described  a  notice  signed 
by  him  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  holding 
the  said  meeting,  lhe  Returning  Officer  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  clause  5  he  shall  have  power  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  or  not  any  person  who  desires  to 
vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power  to 
determine  the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said 
meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes.  Each 
qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  three 
candidates  and  to  cast  as  many  votes  for  each 
candidate  as  there  are  acres  in  the  parcel  or  parcels 
of  land  held  by  the  voter  in  the  district.  The  Re¬ 
turning  Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  elec¬ 
tion  and  shall  notify  the  Comptroller  of  Water 
Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1959,  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second 
greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1958,  and  the 
candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1957,  but  should  there  be 
nominated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candi¬ 
dates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and 
which  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second, 
and  the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be  held 
between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year  for 
the  following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
condition  of  the  works  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  improvement 
district : 

(b)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

(d)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one  whose 
term  of  office  expires  coincident  with  the 
holding  of  such  annual  general  meeting,  and 
to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur  among 
the  Trustees: 

( e )  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 

Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacan¬ 
cies  among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  dis¬ 
cussing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be 
brought  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  three 
conspicuous  places  within  the  improvement  district 
and  at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person  shall 
be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen  and 
is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an  owner  of 
land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the  authorized 
agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner 


of  such  land,  or  the  legal  representative  of  any 
owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  insolvent, 
or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  voter 
under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.”  Every  per¬ 
son  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  the  wife  or 
husband  of  any  such  person  shall  be  qualified  to 
be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of  the  improvement 
district.  Not  more  than  one  qualified  voter  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  as  owner  of  any  parcel  of  land. 
Each  qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one 
vote,  and  if  he  is  the  owner  of  more  than  one  acre 
of  land  in  the  district,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  cast 
an  additional  vote  for  each  full  acre  of  land  held 
by  him.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of  any  person  to 
vote  at  any  general  meeting  being  challenged,  the 
chairman  shall  have  authority  to  determine  whether 
or  not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote  and  the  chair¬ 
man  may  require  such  person  to  make  and  file 
with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that  the 
declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such 
general  meeting.  Forthwith  after  the  holding  of  a 
general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  file  with  the 
Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies  of  all  auditor's 
reports  and  financial  statements  presented  or  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  meeting.

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  entitled 
to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  in  the  tract 
of  land  hereinbefore  described,  and  the  persons 
qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the  said  election  shall 
be  the  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
their  wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Gertrude  Ruth  Meisner,  General  Delivery, 
Blue  River,  B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Ollicer  for  the 
first  election  of  Trustees.  She  shall  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  a  conspicuous 
place  at  the  post-office  and  at  two  other  conspic¬ 
uous  places  within  the  area  hereinbefore  described 
a  notice  signed  by  her  giving  the  date,  time,  and 
place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  5  she  shall  have 
power  to  determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who 
desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  She  shall  have 
power  to  determine  the  procedure  to  be  followed 
at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the 
votes.

greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1958,  and  the 
candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1957,  but  should  there  be 
nominated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candi¬ 
dates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and 
which  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second, 
and  the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively.

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person  shall 
be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen  and 
is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an  owner  of 
land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the  authorized 
agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner 
of  such  land,  or  the  legal  representative  of  any 
owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  in¬ 
solvent,  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered 
as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.” 
Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  the 
wife  or  husband  of  any  such  person  shall  be  quali¬ 
fied  to  be  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Trustee  of 
the  improvement  district.  In  the  event  of  the  right 
of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  being 
challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have  authority  to 
determine  whether  or  not  such  person  is  entitled 
to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require  such  person 
to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration 
showing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  at  such  general  meeting.  Forthwith  after 
the  holding  of  a  general  meeting,  the  Trustees  shall 
file  with  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true 
copy  of  the  minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies  of 
all  auditor’s  reports  and  financial  statements  pre¬ 
sented  or  discussed  at  the  meeting. 

9.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires.

“CURFEW  (UNORGANIZED  TERRITORY) 
ACT  ” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  2  of  the  “Curfew  (Un¬ 
organized  Territory)  Act,”  chapter  88  of  the  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  the 
following  regulations  be  made: — 

1.  The  area  to  which  these  regulations  shall 
apply  is  all  that  parcel  or  tract  of  land  situate  at 
Fort  Nelson  (Mile  300,  Alaska  Highway),  more 
particularly  described  as  follows:  Commencing  at 
Monument  No.  185,  being  a  permanent  survey 
monument  on  the  westerly  boundary  of  Lot  1535, 
Peace  River  Land  District,  76.5  chains,  more  or 
less,  south  of  the  centre  line  of  the  Alaska  High¬ 
way;  thence  due  west  120  chains;  thence  due 
north  160  chains;  thence  due  east  163  chains; 
thence  S.  60°  E.  170  chains,  more  or  less,  to  a 
point  on  the  left  bank  of  Muskwa  River;  thence 
in  a  general  south-westerly  direction  along  the  said 
left  bank  of  Muskwa  River  to  a  point  S.  60°  E.  132 
chains,  more  or  less,  distant  from  aforesaid  Monu¬ 
ment  No.  185;  thence  N.  60°  W.  to  said  Monu¬ 
ment  No.  185,  being  the  point  of  commencement. 

2.  Except  by  reason  of  an  unavoidable  cause,  no 
child  shall  without  proper  guardianship  be  in  any 
street  or  public  place  during  night-time  in  the  said 
area. 

3.  Any  person  under  the  age  of  16  years  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  child  for  the  purpose  of  Regulation 
2  of  these  regulations. 
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4.  The  hours  that  shall  be  deemed  to  be  night¬ 
time  for  the  purpose  of  said  Regulation  2  shall  be 
the  hours  between  9.30  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
any  day  and  6  o’clock  in  the  morning  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day. 

5.  That  the  fire-siren  situate  at  the  Canadian 
National  Telegraphs  repeater  station  in  the  said 
area  (to  be  known  as  the  curfew)  shall  be  sounded 
each  night  as  a  warning  at  the  time  appointed  for 
the  commencement  of  night-time.

By  deleting  Regulations  9.22  and  9.221,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  the  following  as  Regulation  9.22: — 

“  9.22  Bills  of  Lading — Requirements 

“  Bills  of  lading  shall  show  name  of  shipper, 
originating  point  of  shipment,  date  of  shipment, 
name  of  consignee,  and  delivery  point  of  shipment, 
connecting  carriers  (if  any),  itemized  statement  of 
shipment  giving  number  of  pieces  or  quantity  of 
articles,  contents  of  packages,  or  particulars  of 
articles,  gross  weight  (including  packing  and  con¬ 
tainers)  of  each  commodity  or  article,  and  shall 
contain,  or  incorporate  by  reference,  all  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  carriage  hereinafter  specified. 

“  Specified  Conditions  of  Carriage 

“  Section  I. — The  carrier  of  any  of  the  goods 
hereinafter  described  shall  be  liable  for  any  loss 
thereof  or  damage  thereto,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

“  Section  2. — In  the  case  of  shipments  from  one 
point  in  British  Columbia  to  another  point  in 
British  Columbia,  handled  by  two  or  more  carriers, 
the  carrier  issuing  this  bill  of  lading,  in  addition  to 
its  other  liability  hereunder,  shall  be  liable  for  any 
loss,  damage,  or  injury  to  such  goods  from  which 
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the  other  carrier  is  not  by  the  terms  of  this  bill  of 
lading  relieved,  caused  by  or  resulting  from  the  act, 
neglect,  or  default  of  any  other  carrier  to  which 
such  goods  may  be  delivered  in  British  Columbia, 
or  over  whose  motor-vehicle  route  or  routes  such 
goods  may  pass  in  British  Columbia,  the  onus  of 
proving  that  such  loss  was  not  so  caused  or  did 
not  so  result  being  upon  the  carrier  issuing  this 
bill  of  lading.  The  carrier  issuing  this  bill  of  lading 
shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  the  other  carrier 
on  whose  motor-vehicle  route  or  routes  the  loss, 
damage,  or  injury  to  the  said  goods  shall  have  been 
sustained  the  amount  of  such  loss,  damage,  or 
injury,  as  it  may  be  required  to  pay  hereunder  as 
may  be  evidenced  by  any  receipt,  judgment,  or 
transcript  thereof.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall 
deprive  the  holder  of  this  bill  of  lading  or  party 
entitled  to  the  goods  of  any  remedy  or  right  of 
action  which  he  may  have  against  the  carrier 
issuing  this  bill  of  lading  or  any  other  carrier. 

“  Section  3. — The  carrier  shall  not  be  liable  for 
loss,  damage,  or  delay  to  any  of  the  goods  herein 
described  caused  by  the  act  of  God,  the  Queen’s  or 
public  enemies,  riots,  strikes,  defect  or  inherent 
vice  in  the  goods,  or  the  act  or  default  of  the 
shipper  or  owner;  for  differences  in  weights  of 
grain,  seed,  or  other  commodities  caused  by  natural 
shrinkage;  the  authority  of  law;  or  by  quarantine; 
for  loss,  damage,  or  delay,  except  where  cartage  is 
to  be  performed  by  the  carrier  or  its  agents,  caused 
by  fire  occuring  after  forty-eight  hours  (exclusive 
of  legal  holidays)  or,  in  the  case  of  bonded  goods, 
seventy-two  hours  (exclusive  of  legal  holidays), 
after  written  notice  of  the  arrival  of  said  goods  at 
destination  has  been  sent  or  given,  the  carrier’s 
liability  shall  be  that  of  warehouseman  only.  Ex¬ 
cept  in  case  of  negligence  of  the  carrier  (and  the 
burden  of  proving  freedom  from  such  negligence 
shall  be  on  the  carrier),  the  carrier  shall  not  be 
liable  for  loss,  damage,  or  delay  occurring  while 
the  goods  are  stopped  and  held  in  transit  upon  the 
request  of  the  party  entitled  to  make  such  request. 

“Section  4.  —  No  carrier  is  bound  to  transport 
said  goods  by  any  particular  motor-vehicle  or  ves¬ 
sel,  or  in  time  for  any  particular  market,  or  other¬ 
wise  than  with  due  dispatch,  unless  by  specific 
agreement  endorsed  hereon.  Every  carrier,  in  case 
of  physical  necessity,  shall  have  the  right  to  for¬ 
ward  said  goods  by  any  conveyance  or  route  be¬ 
tween  the  point  of  shipment  and  the  point  of 
destination;  but  if  such  diversion  be  from  a  high¬ 
way  to  any  water  route,  the  liability  of  the  carrier 
shall  be  the  same  as  though  the  entire  carriage  were 
by  highway. 

“  The  amount  of  any  loss  or  damage  for  which 
any  carrier  is  liable  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis 
of  the  value  of  the  goods  at  the  place  and  time  of 
shipment  under  this  bill  of  lading  (including  the 
freight  and  other  charges,  if  paid,  and  the  duty,  if 
paid  or  payable  and  not  refunded),  unless  a  lower 
value  has  been  represented  in  writing  by  the  shipper 
or  has  been  agreed  upon  or  is  determined  by  the 
classification  or  tariff  upon  which  the  rate  is  based, 
in  any  of  which  events  such  lower  value  shall  be 
the  amount  to  govern  such  computation,  whether 
or  not  such  loss  or  damage  occurs  from  negligence. 

“  When  the  goods  are  carried  at  owner’s  risk, 
such  conditions  are  intended  to  cover  only  such 
risks  as  are  necessarily  incidental  to  transportation, 
and  shall  not  relieve  the  carrier  from  liability  for 
any  loss,  damage,  or  delay  which  may  result  from 
any  negligence  or  omission  of  the  carrier  or  his 
agent  or  employees,  and  the  burden  of  proving 
freedom  from  such  negligence  or  omission  shall  be 
on  the  carrier. 

“  Notice  of  loss,  damage,  or  delay  must  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  carrier  at  the  point  of  delivery  or 
to  the  carrier  at  the  point  of  origin  within  two 
months  after  delivery  of  the  goods,  or,  in  case  of 
failure  to  make  delivery,  within  tw'o  months  after 
reasonable  time  for  delivery  has  elapsed.  Unless 
notice  is  so  given,  the  carrier  shall  not  be  liable. 

“ Section  5.  —  Goods  not  removed  by  the  party 
entitled  to  receive  them  within  forty-eight  hours 
(exclusive  of  legal  holidays)  or,  in  the  case  of 
bonded  goods,  within  seventy-two  hours  (exclusive 
of  legal  holidays),  after  written  notice  has  been 
sent  or  given,  may  be  kept  in  the  warehouse  of  the 


carrier,  subject  to  a  reasonable  charge  for  storage 
and  to  the  carrier’s  responsibility  as  warehouseman 
only,  or  may,  at  the  option  of  the  carrier  (after 
written  notice  of  the  carrier’s  intention  to  do  so 
has  been  sent  or  given),  be  removed  to  and  stored 
in  a  public  or  licensed  warehouse  at  the  cost  of 
the  owner  and  there  held  at  the  risk  of  the  owner 
and  without  liability  on  the  part  of  the  carrier,  and 
subject  to  a  lien  for  all  freight  and  other  lawful 
charges,  including  a  reasonable  charge  for  storage. 

“Section  6. — No  carrier  shall  be  bound  to  carry 
any  documents,  specie,  or  any  articles  of  extraor¬ 
dinary  value  not  specifically  rated  in  the  published 
classification  or  tariffs,  unless  a  special  agreement 
to  do  so  (the  duty  of  obtaining  such  special  agree¬ 
ment  to  be  on  the  carrier  when  the  nature  of  such 
goods  is  discussed  herein)  and  a  stipulated  value 
of  the  articles  are  endorsed  hereon.  If  such  goods 
are  carried  without  a  special  agreement  and  the 
nature  of  the  goods  is  not  disclosed  hereon,  the 
carrier  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  loss  or  damage 
thereto. 

“  Section  7. — The  owner  or  consignee  shall  pay 
the  freight  and  all  other  lawful  charges  accruing 
on  said  goods,  and,  if  required,  shall  pay  the  same 
before  delivery.  If  upon  inspection  it  is  ascertained 
that  the  goods  shipped  are  not  those  described  in 
this  bill  of  lading,  the  freight  charges  must  be  paid 
upon  the  goods  actually  shipped,  with  any  addi¬ 
tional  penalties  lawfully  payable  thereon. 

“  Section  8. — Except  in  case  of  diversion  from 
highway  to  water  route,  which  is  provided  for  in 
section  4  hereof,  and  except  as  provided  hereafter, 
if  all  or  any  part  of  said  goods  is  carried  by  water 
over  any  part  of  said  route,  such  water  carriage 
shall  be  performed  subject  to  the  liabilities,  limita¬ 
tions,  and  exemptions  provided  by  Statute  and  to 
the  conditions  contained  in  this  bill  of  lading  not 
inconsistent  with  such  Statute  or  this  section,  and 
subject  also  to  the  condition  that  no  carrier  or 
party  in  possession  shall  be  liable  for  any  loss  or 
damage  resulting  from  the  perils  of  the  lake,  sea, 
or  other  waters;  or  from  explosion,  bursting  of 
boilers,  or  breakage  of  shafts  not  arising  from  the 
negligence  of  the  carrier;  or  from  any  latent  defect 
in  hull,  machinery,  or  appurtenances;  or  from 
collision,  stranding,  or  other  accidents  of  naviga¬ 
tion;  or  from  prolongation  of  the  voyage.  And 
any  vessel  carrying  any  or  all  of  the  goods  herein 
described  shall  be  at  liberty  to  call  at  intermediate 
ports,  to  tow  and  be  towed,  and  assist  vessels  in 
distress,  and  to  deviate  for  the  purpose  of  saving 
life  or  goods. 

“  The  term  ‘  water  carriage  ’  in  this  section  shall 
not  be  construed  as  including  vehicle  ferriage  across 
rivers,  or  in  lake  or  other  harbours,  and  the  lia¬ 
bility  for  such  vehicle  ferriage  shall  be  governed  by 
the  other  sections  hereof. 

“  Section  9. — Every  party,  whether  principal  or 
agent,  shipping  explosives  or  dangerous  articles 
without  previous  full  written  disclosure  to  the 
carrier  or  its  agent  of  their  nature,  shall  be  liable 
for  all  loss  or  damage  caused  thereby,  and  such 
goods  may  be  warehoused  at  owner’s  risk  and 
expense  or  destroyed  without  compensation. 

“Section  10. — Any  alteration,  addition,  or  era¬ 
sure  in  this  bill  of  lading  shall  be  signed  or  initialled 
in  the  margin  by  an  agent  of  the  carrier  issuing  the 
same,  and  if  not  so  signed  or  initialled  shall  be 
without  effect,  and  this  bill  of  lading  shall  be 
enforcable  according  to  its  original  tenor.”

1.  By  deleting  clause  ( a )  of  Regulation  1.1,  and 
substituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“(a)  Any  vehicle  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Dominion  Government,  any  vehicle  em¬ 
ployed  by  or  under  contract  with  the  Do¬ 
minion  Government  while  operated  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  mail  only,  or  any 
vehicle  owned  and  operated  by  the  Provin¬ 
cial  Government  or  the  Government  of 
the  United  States;  any  motor-vehicle  while 
operated  exclusively  on  behalf  of  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  Dominion  Gov¬ 
ernment  or  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  in  connection  with  naval,  military, 
or  air  force  operations.” 

2.  By  deleting  Regulation  1.2,  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: — 

“  1.2  Part  Exemptions 

“  The  holder  of  or  applicant  for  a  licence  in 
respect  of  the  operation  of  any  vehicle  solely  in 
a  manner  hereinafter  indicated  shall  not  be  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  any  of  the  fees  prescribed  in  these 
regulations  and,  if  the  Commission  so  order,  may 
be  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  furnishing  evidence 
of  proof  of  financial  responsibility: — 

“(a)  Any  passenger-vehicle  while  used  exclu¬ 
sively  for  the  transportation  of  industrial 
workers  to  and  from  their  work,  com¬ 
prising  workers  employed  in  the  field  or 
forest,  in  mines,  mills,  or  factories,  and  in 
such  other  occupations  as  the  Commission 
may  determine:

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of

mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 


98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

( a )  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b )  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  or  if 
the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the  House 
within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars. 
If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order 
100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask, 
the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  ( 1 )  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same.
